— (1)  Every  advocate  practising  in 
any  court  in  the  State  and  being  a member  of  a Bar  Association  or 
an  Advocates  Association,  may  apply  to  the  Trustee  Committee  for 
admission  as  a member  of  the  Fund,  in  such  form  as  may  be 
.prescribed. 

(2)  On  receipt  of  an  application  under  sub-section  (1),  the 
Trustee  Committee  shall  make  such  enquiry  as  it  deems  fit  and  either 
admit  the  applicant  to  the  Fund  or,  for  reasons  to  be  recorded  in 
writing,  reject  the  application: 

provided  that  no  order  rejecting  an  application  shall  be  passed 
unless  the  applicant  has  been  given  an  opportunity  of  being  heard .

(4)  Every  member  of  the  Fund  shall  pay  an  annual  subscription 
to  the  Fund  on  or  before  the  31st  March  of  every  year  at  the  following

(6)  A person  removed  from  the  membership  in  the  Fund  under 
sub-section  (5)  may  be  re-admitted  to  the  Fund  on  payment  of  the 
arrears  with  the  re-admission  fee  of  ten  rupees  within  six  months 
irom  the  date  of  removal.

— The  Trustee 
Committee  and  the  Bar  Council  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  any  enquiry 
under  this  Act,  have  the  same  powers  as  are  vested  in  a Civil  Court 
while  trying  a suit  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  1908  (Central 
Act  V of  1908)  in  respect  of  the  following  matters,  namely  : — 

(a)  enforcing  the  attendance  of  any  person  or  examining  him 
on  oath  ;

( b ) requiring  the  discovery  and  production  of  documents  ; 

(c)  receiving  evidence  on  affidavit  ; 

(d)  issuing  commissions  for  the  examination  of  witnesses.

27.  Power  to  make  rules. — The  Bar  Council  may,  with  the 
previous  approval  of  the  Government,  by  notification,  make  rules  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

The  following  Act  of  the  Tamil  Nadu  Legislative  Assembly  received  the  assent  of 
the  Governor  on  the  23rd  February  2013  and  is  hereby  published  for  general 
information: — 


ACT  No.  2 OF  2013. 

An  Act  further  to  amend  the  Tamil  Nadu  Advocates  Welfare  Fund 

Act,  1987. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  in  the 

Sixty-fourth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows: — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Tamil  Nadu  Advocates  Welfare  Fund 
(Amendment)  Act,  2013. 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may, 
by  notification,  appoint. 

2.  In  section  15  of  the  Tamil  Nadu  Advocates  Welfare  Fund  Act,  1987 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  principal  Act),- 

(1)  in  sub-section  (3),  for  the  expression  “two  hundred  rupees”,  the 
expression  “one  thousand  rupees”  shall  be  substituted; 

(2)  in  sub-section  (4),- 

(/')  in  item  (a),  for  the  expression  “one  hundred  rupees”,  the  expression 
“five  hundred  rupees”  shall  be  substituted; 

(/'/')  in  item  (b),  for  the  expression  “two  hundred  rupees”,  the  expression 
“one  thousand  rupees”  shall  be  substituted; 

(Hi)  in  item  (c),  for  the  expression  “Ten  thousand  rupees”,  the 
expression  “Twenty-five  thousand  rupees”  shall  be  substituted; 

(/V)  in  item  (d),  for  the  expression  “Two  thousand  and  five  hundred 
rupees”,  the  expression  “Ten  thousand  rupees”  shall  be  substituted. 

3.  In  section  16  of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section  (5)  and  in  the  proviso 
thereto,  for  the  expression  “two  lakh  rupees”,  the  expression  “five  lakh  and 
twenty-five  thousand  rupees”  shall  be  substituted. 

4.  In  section  23  of  the  principal  Act,  in  sub-section  (1),  for  the  expression 
“ten  rupees”,  the  expression  “thirty  rupees”  shall  be  substituted.
